Tbe venersble, white-headed gen- 


tleman around tbe Truokee Hotel 
yesterday ia no other than Robert 
Nixon, conductor of tbe first railroad 
ev. r run ia America Rays the Truokee 
Republican of Wednesday. This road 
was operated between Albany and 
Sobeneotady, a distance of sixteen 
miles. The first trip was made in 
March, 1831, and the terror inspired 
by tbe locomotive was so great tbat 
it was with extreme difficulty tbat 
people could be induced to approach 
tbe train.
